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The Case For Secret Arrests 



ONCE again, the civil libertarians— in this' 
case represented by Thomas M. Kerr, local 
chairman of the American Civil Liberties Union 
-are protesting publicity attending the arrest 
of a suspected criminal. 

This case involves the alleged "commuter 
bandit," William E. Zeiler. Mr. Kerr protested 
to U. S. Attorney General Ramsey Clark that 
Zeiler's opportunity to prove himself innocent 
has been seriously jeopardized by pre-trial 
publicity. 

Mr. Kerr's complaint suffers somewhat by 
error. He charged that Federal agents and 
police gave out to news media the information 
that Zeiler's fingerprints matched those on a 
getaway car used in a bank robbery. In point , 
of fact, that detail of evidence was included 
in the information filed against the defendant, ■; 
which is— and should be— a public record. 

"What does the ACLU want? Secret. arrests, 
in the manner of Russian justice? Or star- 
chamber proceedings of the medieval kind 
which were so raw that our system of justice 
was fashioned to combat them? • ■ > 

Traditionally, our system of justice requires 
publicity. Both the Federal and State -constitu- 
tions guarantee prompt and public trials. A 
defendant is entitled, to a preliminary hearing 
—in public— plus scrutiny by a grand jury of 
/the charges, plus a public trial. The people are 
entitled to a look-see at every step of the 
proceedings. 
' 0 And public knowledge has been, in many 
peases, the factor which has prevented miscar-

riages of justice. If the arrest is based on false 
evidence, it is the news media which can ferret 
out the facts, and that has happened in a 
number of cases. 

Mr. Kerr also said that "one of the.historic 
purposes of the grand jury was to provide a 
protection of secrecy for the accused so that 
his first hearing could be in private against 
the event that he might be innocent." 

He should study his legal history more 
diligently. The first hearing is before a com- 
mitting magistrate, and the accusers must 
present enough evidence to justify holding the 
defendant. And it is public, as it should be. 
The grand jury is the device fashioned hun- 
dreds of years ago to replace the star- 
chamber proceedings; its purpose is to block 
'false prosecutions of innocent people by re- 
viewing the evidence. 

The civil libertarians are plugging hard on 
the idea that if any advance publicity is given 
a criminal case, the trial jury to be picked later 
is bound to be prejudiced against the defendant. 

This is a base canard against the many 
thousands of conscientious citizens who serve 
on juries.. They are sworn to reach their deci- 
sions solely on the evidence presented in court, 
they are carefully screened to eliminate any 
individuals who might be prejudiced, and they 
are instructed by the judges. 

' With remarkably few, and rare, exceptions/ 
juries discharge their duties with fidelity. There 
is no ground for belief that an average citizeri 
serving on a jury is incapable of reaching at! 
jinprejudiced decisjonon the facts..

BACKGROUND: 

By memorandum dated June 29, 1967, I advised you that 
Thomas Kerr, Chairman of the ACLU in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, had 
written to the Attorney General (and had sent copies to the Director, to 
SAC MacLennan at Pittsburgh and to others) complaining of "prejudicial 
publicity" in connection with the arrest of WiUiam E. Zeiler at Pittsburgh 
on June 23rd for bank robbery. My memorandum pointed out that Kerr's 
complaints primarily involved (1) that Zeiler was "paraded before the 
assembled cameras of the television and newspapers" following his arrest; 
(2) that SAC MacLennan "read the complaint against the accused" and 
"Television newsmen then reported that MacLennan and (Pittsburgh Police 
Department Assistant Superintendent) Coon had said the accused's finger- 
prints matched those on the get-away car"; and (3) that the FBI and 
Pittsburgh Police commented to the press that Zeiler "bears a close 
resemblance to the composite picture of the 'commuter' which was widely 
circulated." (The "commuter" to whom Kerr refers is a'..bank robber in 
the Pittsburgh area whom newspapers have nicknamed the ^Commuter 
Bandit."' He has been "credited" with a series of bank robberies in the 
Pittsburgh area in the past six years. ) \ ■ 

No inquiry has been received from the Attorney General 

I regarding Kerr's letter of complaint to him; however, SAC MacLennan 
was instructed to review Kerr's letter and submit a detailed account of 
the$G& underlying this matter.

In brief, SAC MacLennan states: 

(1) Following his arrest, Zeiler was taken to the Pittsburgh 
Office to be photographed and fingerprinted. There was, of course, 
tremendous news interest in Zeiler' s arrest in view of the fact that he 
was charged with one of the bank robberies which were "credited" to the 
"Commuter Bandit. " A number of newsmen and photographers had 

\ gathered at the Federal Building housing the FBI Office, but Zeiler was 
not "paraded" before their cameras—nor was his route to the ^ield- off jae 
I altered or delayed in any manner to accommodate these newsmen. 

(2) After Zeiler was taken to the Pittsburgh Office, 

SAC MacLennan and Assistant Superintendent Coon appeared before the 
newsmen in the Reception Room of the Pittsburgh Office. In answer to 
questions by these newsmen, MacLennan identified the arrested man 
(William Zeiler), read a portion of the Federal complaint and gave a sum- 
mary of the information in the affidavit which is parirof the complaint — 
which affidavit includes the fact that a latent fingerprint matching one of 
Zeiler' s fingerprints was located in the car which had been identified as 
the get-away vehicle. (SAC MacLennan has furnished a copy of the Federal 
complaint clearly supporting his position and showing apparent ignorance 
by Kerr of what data the complaint contains. ) 

(3) MacLennan denies that he made any statement to the 
effect that Zeiler bears a close resemblance to the composite picture of 
the "Commuter Bandit.'? Nor, to MacLennan' s knowledge, did Assistant 
Superintendent Coon make such a statement. MacLennan feels that the 
statement regarding the similarity between Zeiler and the composite 
picture of the "'Commuter Bandit" probably was noted by one or more 
reporters and subsequently was attributed in a news story to nonspecific 
and^&dentified "officers." 

1 According to SAC MacLennan, Zeiler' s court-appointed 

I attorney has publicly "blasted" Kerr for injecting himself into this matter.

In order that the Bureau can be in possession of the 
true facts in this matter as contrasted with the distorted 
and biased version contained in THOMAS M. KERR's letter, 
the true facts are set out below. 

By way of background, it should be pointed out that the 
hitherto unknown subject in this case, now believed to be 
WILLIAM E. ZEILER, has committed 16 bank robberies in the 
Pittsburgh area since 1961, obtaining a total of over ?V — 
$170,000 in cash. On each occasion he has brandished a gun 
and placed any number of bank employees and bank customers 
in fear by his actions. In the second bank robbery, that of 
the Shadyside Office, Western Pennsylvania National Bank, 
Dec. 22, 1961, the unknown subject fired a shot which injured 
• an employee of the bank. Each occasion on which he robbed 
another bank was greeted by widespread publicity from the 
news media in the Pittsburgh area; not all of which was 
exactly unfavorable to the unknown subject who was actually 
becoming almost a sort of local hero because of jbhe fact 
that he had been able to. escape apprehension while still 
committing 16 robber^^y^ / #0^0^1967 '

I will now take KERR * s allegations, point by point, and 
set out the true facts. 

(1) KERR alleges that after ZEILER's arrest, all news 
media were informed and were directed to assemble in the 
basement garage in the Federal Building and that thereafter 
ZEILER was paraded before the assembled cameras of the 
television stations and newspapers while he was held on one 
side by SAC and the other by Ass * t . Supt. COON (Chief of 
Detectives) Pittsburgh Bureau of Police. KERR alleges that 
he, ZEILER, "was slowly and deliberately guided directly 
before the cameras by Mr. MacLENNAN and Ass't. Supt. COON." 
KERR thereafter points out that no opportunity was lost to 
have thoroughly complete photographic coverage and that this 
coverage was displayed at great length on the evening news 
programs of the television media in Pittsburgh. He also 
points out that a photograph appeared in the next morning 
edition of the "Pittsburgh Post-Gazette" in a four column 
front-page picture showing ZEILER being held by MaCLENNAN 
and COON and he concludes that "These ostentatious arrange- 
ments to photograph and televise the accused person were 
in direct contravention of paragraph 7 of the Statement of 
Policy of the Department of Justice, announced April 16, 1965. 

ANSWER: The facts are that subsequent to ZEILER' s arrest by 
SAC MacLENNAN and Chief of Detectives COON, it was decided to 
bring him to the Pittsburgh Office of the FBI for photograph- 
ing and fingerprinting prior to his arraignment before the 
U. S. Commissioner. When we were leaving the vicinity of his 
arrest, which was at a grocery store located at 1336 Juniata 
Street, SAC radioed this information to the Pittsburgh Office. 
At that time. SAC was informed that the news of ZEILER' s 
arrest had become known to the news media and that they were 
already congregating in our reception room and some had gone 
to the basement garage in anticipation of ZEILER's return 
to the office. It is not known how this news got to the news 
media, however, it is pointed out that the news of ZEILER's 
arrest came over the police radio and many of the news media 
monitor the Pittsburgh Police radio.

going down into the garage, it was observed that there were 
a large number of newsmen and photographers congregated at the 
foot of the ramp. We did not alter our normal procedure to 
the basement but drove past the photographers and newsmen 
over to the extreme left hand side of the garage as close • 
as possible to the door leading to the elevator bank which 
goes to the FBI's Office on the 13th Floor. We did not 
in any way facilitate the taking of pictures. As a matter 
of fact, most of the p hotograp hers were on the right side 



of the automobile. SA 



to a large degree prevented 
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them from getting photographs of ZEILER while he was in the 
car because he sat forward in the seat blocking out the 
view through the window of the back seat. In fact, had 
we wished to "parade" ZEILER before the cameras as alleged 
by KERR, it would have been far better to stop the car at 
the head of the ramp and then walk ZEILER through the garage. 
This we did not do but. as set out above, we drove the car 
to the nearest point possible to the elevator bank leading 
to the FBI Office. Upon removing ZEILER from the car he 
was taken in hand by COON and MacLENNAN and was escorted 
the remaining distance, directly and without deviation, 
to the elevator- bank. COON and MacLENNAN were immediately 
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followed by .SAs I l and l I He was not posed, nor was 

he slowly or deliberately guided before the cameras as 
alleged by KERR. He was walked as much as possible in a - 
normal pace with which you would walk a manacled person, 
neither fast nor slow but a steady pace. To some degree it 
was necessary to slow down somewhat because of the crowd 
of photographers walking backwards in front of us. It is 
true that some excellent photographs were obtained, however, 
this is undoubtedly because of the excellence of the 
photography work rather than any deliberate cooperation on 
the part of the SAC. It is noted that ZEILER made absolutely 
no effort to shield his face from the photographers but 
actually appeared to enjoy it and his photographs so 
indicate. There is attached a copy of the "Pittsburgh Post- 
Gazette" article of 6-24-67 containing the so-called four 
column photograph. b6 

hlC 

It can be seen from the above that no ostentatxous 
arrangements were made to photograph and televise the 
accused person as alleged by KERR. As. a matter of fact, 
I am certain that the news media will bear this out and 
attest to the difficulties encountered in attempting to 
photograph ZEILER while stumbling backwards through a 
maze of parked automobiles. It is amazing that the pictures 
obtained were so good. 

On this basis, I believe that my actions were in complete 
conformity with Paragraph 7 of the Statement of Policy of the 
Department of Justice, announced April 16, 1965. 

(2) KERR alleges that SAC on television read the 
complaint against the accused. He continues that television 
newsmen then".... reported that MacLennan and Coon had said 
that the accused's fingerprints matched those on the get-away 
car used in a hold-up of a bank which occurred here on 
September 23, 1963. The media could not have obtained this 
reference to fingerprint evidence if it had not been released 
by the Bureau and police officers involved." 
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"This release of fingerprint evidence is entirely 
contrary to paragraph 6 of the Statement of Policy of the 
Department of Justice relating to the release of certain 
types of information where there are pending criminal cases." 

ANSWER: On this point, KERR could not possibly be more 
wrong and it is typical of his allegations that he obviously 
made no effort to check the accuracy of his statement . 
before spreading it all over the newspapers in an attempt 
to blacken the professional status of SAC MacLENNAN and 
"Chief of Detectives COON. The true facts are these: After 
ZEILER had been brought into the FBI Office and was being 
thoroughly searched, fingerprinted, and photographed, there 
were still a large number of photographers and newsmen in the 
FBI Reception Room. They were not permitted into the office 
proper but had set up their cameras in the Reception Room. 
Again, this is actually not an unusual procedure in the fast 
breaking of a case with tremendous local interest. The only 
difference in this case was the, number of photographers, news- 
men, radio and television present"! sKC MacLENNAN appeared 
before the news media at this time in the FBI Reception Room 
in the company of Chief of Detectives COON. In answer to 
questions by newsmen, I identified ZEILER as the person under 
arrest, gave very brief background data concerning him, the 
fact that he is married with four children, operating Bill's ( 
Market at 1336 Juniata Street and that he was arrested as 
the result of a joint investigation by Pittsburgh Bureau of 
Police and the FBI. In response to a question as to the 
charges against ZEILER, I read a portion of those charges 
from the complaint that had been filed that day before 
USC DONNELL REED. I did not read the complaint verbatim 
at this time but summarized the information contained in 
the affidavit which is a part of the complaint and which 
contains an outline of the fingerprint evidence against 
ZEILER. The complaint and affidavit which is a part of it 
is, of course, a public document so that I was not releasing 
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confidential information nor was I in any way prejudicial 
towards the accused and, of course, that is not in any way 
contrary to Paragraph 6 of the Statement of Policy of the 
Department of Justice. Copy of complaint is attached hereto. 

If KERR had. taken any time at all to check this out 
he would have found that my statements concerning the finger- 
print evidence were confined to the material contained in 
the complaint, a public document. 

It is .interesting to note that in including this 
unsppported charge in his letter which he has circulated 
* to all the news media in the City of Pittsburgh, KERR is 
certainly guilty of doing to the police officers involved 
exactly what he claims we are attempting to do to ZEILER. 
His action here makes rather ludicrous his statement 
that "... one of the historic purposes of the Grand Jury was 
to provide a protection of secrecy for the accused so that 
his first hearing could be in private against 'the event that 
he might be innocent." Apparently such a policy of the 
protection of secrecy for the accused in the event he might 
be innocent does not apply to the police but only to the 
transgressors. 

(3) KERR alleges that, "In addition, officials of the 
FBI and the City of Pittsburgh Police Department stated to 
the press that the suspect ..bears a close resemblance ~ 
to the composite picture of the •commuter* which was widely 
circulated. »" 

.- • 
ANSWER: Here again, in making this charge against "Officials 
of the FBI and the City of Pittsburgh Police Department," 
KERR has distorted and twisted the facts. There is enclosed 
a clipping from the "Pittsburgh Post-Gazette" -final edition, 
June 24, 1967, which is undoubtedly the basis for the above 
quote. The complete paragraph reads as follows: 

' 422232 
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"Before going to the store, a warrant for his arrest 
was obtained from U. S. Commissioner Donnell Reed. Officers 
said Zeiler bears a close resemblance to the composite 
picture of the 'commuter' which was widely circulated." 

You will note that the clipping does not state tt that 
officials of the FBI and the City Police Department ' stated 
to the press but merely states, "Officers said Zeiler 
bears a close resemblance....." 

Such a statement comparing ZEILER to the composite 
picture was not made by SAC MacLENNAN nor was it made by 
Detective Chief COON while in the presence of SAC MacLENNAN. 
A review of the complete article published by the "Post- 
Gazette" on 6-24-67 reflects that a number of times through 
the article it quotes either SAC MacLENNAN and COON, 
together or separately but when giving the authority for 
the resemblance to the composite picture the article quotes 
only "officers." This it seems to me bears out the fact 
that the statement was not made by either MacLENNAN or 
COON but is editorializing by a reporter. 

For the Bureau's information, throughout the series of 16 
robberies by Unsub in this case, on the occasion of each 
robbery news media has continually speculated as to whether 
this is another robbery of the unsub. On any number of 
these robberies, attempts have been made on the part of the 
news media to get SAC MacLENNAN to make a statement that 
the bank robbery is another job attributable to the Unsub. 
On each occasion, SAC has firmly declined to make such 
a statement. Such statements have on a number of occasions, 
appeared in the paper in the same manner as in the June 24th 
edition of the "Post-Gazette," that is, attributing the 
information to "police source" or, "police say," or as in 
the current case, "officers say." 
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On the basis of the above, it is felt that this office 
has in no way violated either the letter or the spirit of ■ 
the Attorney General's Guidelines as announced Aprxl 16, 1965. 
On the other hand, SAC MacLENNAN has scrupulously avoided 
giving the impression in any way of being biased or prejudiced 
towards ZEILER. In his television appearance which was an 
absolute necessity considering the widespread public interest 
in this case, MacLENNAN in no way attempted to prejudice 
the rights of the defendant but on the other hand confned 
'. his remarks to factual statements concerning the data already 
contained in the complaint, a public document. 

With respect to THOMAS M. KERR, JR., who is well known ... 
1Qr to SAC MacLENNAN, I am enclosing herewith a memorandum pre- 
^ pared by SA JOHN J. RUSSELL, summarizing the information con- 
tained in our files concerning KERR. 

In addition to the information contained therein, it is 
••- pointed out that KERR is a prolific letter-writer who has 
taken every opportunity to attack the police. In addition, •*■ 
■ one of his favorite subjects is that of, the present censorship 
laws. I have personally heard him debate the question of 
whether pornographic literature should be barred from news 
stands and, of course, as might be expected of one of his ilk, 
he takes the .negative position. He feels there is nothing 
wrong in pornographic literature being made available 
to school children, even to his own children, on the grounds 
that there is much more to fear from censorship than there 
is from pornography and pornographic art- and he denies 
vigorously any allegation that the distribution of such 
pornographic literature has any effect on sex crimes that 
• are committed daily in this country. 

Frankly, I doubt seriously whether this diatribe 

should be answered because this is just what KERR wants 

publicity, fcdwever, this letter is addressed to the Attorney 
General and it will be up to him to answer it if he feels 
so inclined. 
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In the meantime, we have adopted a firm policy of 
"No Comment," concerning these charges. 

For the Bureau's information, Ass't. Supt. of Police 
COON is also extremely incensed at KERR' s allegations and 
prepared and released to the news media in Pittsburgh, a 
letter dated June 29, 1967, a copy of which is attached, 
and which adequately sets out COON's views. 

Also, for the Bureau's information, while indicating 
on his letter merely that copies were designated for J. E. 
Hoover, Mr. MacLennan, Supt. Coon, and Director of Safety 
Craig, City of Pittsburgh, (COON's superior), copies were 
also distributed to the news media in Pittsburgh.

Every few weeks, at six in the morning, a bus leaves the 
Greyhound terminal in downtown Gainesville for the Jacksonville 1 
induction center. The young men inside these buses are conscript 
victims of an imperial state which needs their bodies to fight 
its wars. While -.most of us sleep quietly in our beds, the ojses 
of America carry their human cargoes to the packing houses of the 
Armed Forces where they will be prepared for shipment to Vietnam, 



Those of us who oppose the war spend much time trying to 
persuade other Americans against the war. Toward this end we 
march and leaflet, write letters to our congressmen and run 
peace candidates. Meanwhile, the traffic in human lives con- 
tinues, the suction pump of war continues to pull thousands or 
: young men into the quagmire. Those buses are the most real form 
in which the. war presents itself here, at home; there, in .the 
dust of the' terminal, is Vietnam. 

And by the same token, opposition' to the war Is real only 
to the extent that it confronts those buses. Today ln JJ° r "f 
hundreds of young men are resisting the draft. They apply as 
COs, refuse induction, go -to Canada or to jail, and encourage 
;others to resist also. In some places they are forming orait 
resistance unions. But to this point they have almost no ralddier , 
'aged support, no money, no legal counsel, not even any puouc 
awareness of their struggle. 

I have undertaken to write this • letter partly to underscore 
the absolute primacy of draft resistance in the antiwar movement 
and partly to urge you to cooperate with us in giving every help . 
you can to those young men who. today uphold the best ideals ot 
this country by refusing to participate in the criminal adven- 
tures of its government. " 

There acre many things we can do. X -When a man goes to trial 
for refusing Induction we can make sure that the public knows 
of it. We can raise money for his legal defense, we can help . 
young men get away to some other city or to Canada. We can ■ . 
leaflet the induction buses, we can demonstrate around them, we 
can lie down in- front of them. Draft resistance, is the only for»m 
of opposition to the war which is as serious as ; the war ltsexi ■ 
and the only one which has any prospects of success. 

The Florida.- Defense Fund has been set up to. provide legal 
assistance to young men who resist the draft, by applying as 
conscientious objectors, by refusing induction, or by noncooper- 
ation with the processes of. conscription in some^other way. lis 
is the least we can do. We urge you to contribute all that 
you can.

But it is probably not doing the United States any good that his 
views, or those of anybody with his amount of influence, are so 
totally against any armed forces activities. If he would study 
U.S. history a little more, and be a little more reflective about it, 
he might be abibe to find in American history some useful U.S. 
military activities, even involving standing military forces. After 
all, last night he quoted in support of his views Alexander Hamilton, 
who was a citizen soldier, and President Eisenhower, who is still on 
the Active list, and as a conciliatory after-thought after his 
arguments had been attacked he even had some good words to say about 
how Gen. Douglas MacArthiir handled the writing of the Japanese 
constitution. 

I doubt if anybody in the armed forces would be able to make a 
friendoof Mr. Morgan, and I do not know whether anyone in the F.B.I, 
could. But I would think it would be in the interest of the welfare 
and security of the United States for some other member of the 
U.S. Justice Dept. or the Dept. of Health, Education, and Welfare 
to make friends withrMr. Morgan and even be of help to him in his 
legitimate activities in behalf of Constitutional rights of Negroes, 
and see if there isn't some way to moderate his indiscriminate

I have had a privilege that Mr. Morgan has not had. I have 
been very briefly at the Army War College, and I have a set of the 
unclassified books for the short course for generals of the Army 
Reserve and the National . Guard, and the books for the Regular course. 
So I know that unclassified information about Vietnam and other 
places is taught to some of the Army's best officers that does not 
filter into the newspapers until two or three years later, and never 
gets told to the people by members of the Executive Department. And 
I know that some of the political thinkers and writers that are 
studied the most assiduously at the War College are the same ones 
most violently attacked publicly by certain members of the Executive 
Dept.. All this, and life-long acquaintance with the military and 
with numerous members of the armed forces including the general staff ^ 
make- "plain to me that military experience is not inevitably a 
corrupting influence on everybody, but Mr. Charles Morgan has not 
had my experiences and so this is not plain to him. I am using his 
words above, relating^to corruption.

In Texas an Army lieutenant was sentenced to two 
years imprisonment at hard labor and given a 
dishonorable discharge for participating, during 
off-duty hours and in civilian dress, in a Vietnam 
protest demonstration. 

A man confesses to a crime in Alabama with his 
hands tied behind his back, his legs manacled and 
his clothes removed. He is not advised of his right 
to counsel or to remain silent. 

In Washington, D.C. a veteran of World War II 
was denied benefits for service-connected disabili- 
ties because of his public statements in 1950-51 
criticizing American prosecution of the Korean W a r. 









In Louisiana's Orleans Parish, containing 181,775 
Negro residents, no Negro had ever served on a 
jury empanelled to try a Negro defendant and 
only one Negro had ever served on a jury trying 
any defendant. 

In New York a woman was arrested for possession 
of narcotics and detained for 21 days— 16 of which 
were after the police lab reported the "narcotics" 
were vitamin pills. 



In California a woman's car is confiscated by the 
police because she loaned it to her daughter who 
picked up a friend who had a marijuana cigarette.

There are many government officials, special 
interest groups, and private citizens who think 
our constitutional guarantees of freedom of in- 
quiry and expression, due process of law, and 
equality before the law should be denied to cer- 
tain citizens whom they consider undeserving.

ACLU believes, as our nation's founding 
fathers believed, that no one should have the 
privilege of deciding who is deserving of the 
rights guaranteed to us under the Constitution.

THE COURTS The everyday business of 
ACLU is helping people whose civil liberties have 
been violated. 

Much of this work is in the courts. Each year, 
the ACLU enters into hundreds of court cases. 
We may supply counsel for the person whose 
civil liberties have been denied, or we may sub- 
mit a "friend of the court" brief which argues 
the constitutional question at stake. 

Many of .the cases fought by the ACLU are of 
historic significance — such as the famed Scopes 
v. State of Tennessee "monkey trial." In recent 
years, ACLU and its affiliates have won many 
notable victories before the U.S. Supreme Court 
protecting rights of free speech, the right of 
peaceful protest, the right to counsel, freedom 
of the press and decisions banning religion in 
the public schools and the widespread evil of 
introducing illegally seized evidence in state 
courts. 



Constant watchdog activities by ACLU affili- 
ates across the nation are necessary to prevent 
unfair court procedures. 

THE COMMUNITY Through contacts with 
public officials, ACLU is frequently able to se- 
cure the adoption of enlightened policies de- 
signed to protect and extend constitutional 
rights. For example, the ACLU of Greatej^hila- 
delphia some years ago secured the cr^Hffof 
the nation's first Police Review Board, artificial 
agency to obtain redress for citizens aggrieved 
by unlawful police action. 

When officials fail to take corrective action, 
ACLU can often be effective by arousing public 
interest. A noteworthy example is the report is- 
sued by the Illinois Division on "Secret Detention 
by the Chicago Police." 

THE LEGISLATURE Many issues affecting 
civil liberties arise before the U.S. Congress 
and the various state legislatures. 

ACLU has effectively supported anti-discrim- 
ination laws, legal assistance for the poor, the 
rights of Indian tribes and legislation to provide 
improved court procedures and reapportionment 
of state legislatures. 

We have opposed loyalty oaths, magazine and 
film censorship, constitutional amendments de- 
signed to cripple the U.S. Supreme cMfc tl-.o 
use of public funds for sectarian scho^s and 
curbs on academic freedom. 

THE PUBLIC FORUM Educational efforts 
on behalf of the Bill of Rights are carried out 
through newspaper publicity, radio and TV ap- 
pearances, pamphlets, and the regular bulletins 
of the ACLU. Many affiliates maintain active 
Speakers' Bureaus scheduling frequent appear- 
ances before church, civic, service and educa- 
tional groups.

, Must I make a new will? 

^ No. A bequest to the ACLU may be added in a codicil. However, it is

The purpose of the American Civil Liberties 
Union — and its only purpose — is the preserva- 
tion and strengthening of the freedoms guaran- 
teed to us under the Bill of Rights. 

There are many government officials, special 
interest groups, and private citizens who think 
our constitutional guarantees of freedom of in- 
quiry and expression, due process of law, and 
equality before the law should be denied to cer- 
tain citizens whom they consider undeserving. 
They believe they have the right to decide who 
is or is not "deserving." 

ACLU believes, as our nation's founding 
fathers believed, that no one should have the 
privilege of deciding who is deserving of the 
rights guaranteed to us under the Constitution. 
These rights belong to all — without exception. 




THE COURTS The everyday business of 
ACLU is helping people whose civil liberties have 
been violated. 

Much of this work is in the courts. Each year, 
the ACLU enters into hundreds of court cases. 
We may supply counsel for the person whose 
civil liberties have been denied, or we may sub- 
mit a "friend of the court" brief which argues 
the constitutional question at stake. 

Many of the cases fought by the ACLU are of 
historic significance — such as the famed Scopes 
v. State of Tennessee "monkey trial." In recent 
years, ACLU and its affiliates have won many 
notable victories before the U.S. Supreme Court 
protecting rights of free speech, the right of 
peaceful protest, the right to counsel, freedom 
of the press and decisions banning religion in 
the public schools and the widespread evil of 
introducing illegally seized evidence in state 
courts. 




Constant watchdog activities by ACLU affili- 
ates across the nation are necessary to prevent 
unfair court procedures. 

THE COMMUNITY Through contacts with 
public officials, ACLU is frequently able to se- 
cure the adoption of enlightened policies de- 
signed to protect and extend constitutional 
rights. For example, the ACLU of Greater Phila- 
delphia some years ago secured the creation of 
the nation's first Police Review Board, an official 
agency to obtain redress for citizens aggrieved 
by unlawful police action. 

When officials fail to take corrective action, 
ACLU can often be effective by arousing public 
interest. A noteworthy example is the report is- 
sued by the Illinois Division on "Secret Detention 
by the Chicago Police." 

THE LEGISLATURE Many issues affecting 
civil liberties arise before the U.S. Congress 
and the various state legislatures. 

ACLU has effectively supported anti-discrim- 
ination laws, legal assistance for the poor, the 
rights of Indian tribes and legislation to provide 
improved court procedures and reapportionment 
of state legislatures. 

We have opposed loyalty oaths, magazine and 
film censorship, constitutional amendments de- 
signed to cripple the U.S. Supreme Court, the 
use of public funds for sectarian schools and 
curbs on academic freedom. 

THE PUBLIC FORUM Educational efforts 
on behalf of the Bill of Rights are carried out 
through newspaper publicity, radio and TV ap- 
pearances, pamphlets, and the regular bulletins 
of the ACLU. Many affiliates maintain active 
Speakers' Bureaus scheduling frequent appear- 
ances before church, civic, service and educa- 
tional groups.

The American Civil Liberties Union is a national 
organization with headquarters in New York. It was 
founded in 1920 to combat violations of the Bill of 
Rights resulting from post war hysteria directed 
against political dissenters. 

Among the founders were Roger Baldwin, Jane 
Addams, Clarence Darrow, John Dewey, Morris Ernst, 
Felix Frankfurter, Arthur Garfield Hays, Helen Keller, 
Rabbi Judah Magnes, Monsignor John Ryan, and 
Norman Thomas. 

Today there are 46 regional affiliates with over 
130,000 members. Affiliate chapters carry the work 
into the local communities.

• AS A DIRECT result of the 
smear, five Anchorage area clergymen 
formed a "Clergymen's Committee for 
Joe Josephson."

On December 12, 1968 a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised he had learned 
that the Tampa, Florida radio and television station, 
WFL/Q had received a letter written on a letterhead of 
the ^merican. Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) . 156 Fifth 
Avenue, New York, New York TOFIoT"' Thisietter,. dated 
December 9, 1968, and addressed to "Tg&evision Stations" 
reflects it was written by Bart o.n_R .^Claus.en , Dir^c tpr^f 
Infwamj^i c w ^Mt d^ Education of the ACLU. 

The letter advises that a film named, "The 
Seasons Change" and identified as a one-hour response 
to a film produced by the City of Chicago, which was 
entitled, "What Trees Do They Plant" was produced by 
an independent film producer, Documentary Interlock, 
Inc. at the. request of three different organizations: 
The ACLU, the National Mobilization Committee to End 
the War in Vietnam (NMCEWV) , and the Youth International 
Party (YIP). 

According to this letter, "The Seasons Change," 
is a one-hour film on video tape with two distinct 
segments. The first 45 minutes are presented by the ACLU 
and the NMCEWV, "in the interests of a more complete 
public understanding of events surrounding the Democratic 
National Convention. This segment features the eye-witness 
accounts of people who were there — views which certainly

The American Civil Liberties Union 
which was founded in 1920 maintains its 
headquarters at 156 5th Avenue, New York, 
New York. 

The NMCEWV was formerly known as 
the "Spring Mobilization Committee to 
End the War in Vietnam." It is head- 
quartered in New York City. On April 
15, 1967 it sponsored massive demonstrations 
at New York City and San Francisco, Calif. 
On October 21, 1967 a massive demonstration 
was held in Washington, D.C. by this -organi- 
zation to protest the war in Vietnam. This 
activity culminated with a march on the 
Pentagon and picketing there which continued 
until shortly after midnight October 23, 
1967. During this activity, more than 
675 individuals were arrested at the 
Pentagon on charges of failure to move on and 
crossing a police line. More recently, 
leaders of this organization were identified 
as being prominently involved in the 
demonstrations which occurred at the National 
Democratic Convention in Chicago during the 
Summer of 1968. 

The Youth International Party was 
organized in January, 1968 with many "hippie" 
types in its membership, for the purpose of 
promoting a f un=and=games youth "festival of 
life" demonstration at the National Democratic 
Convention. This massive demonstration was 
to bring "the spirit of life to the convention 
of death."
